cent Gallup poll shows 78 per cent of the 
American people 
backing 
Secretary

36 per cent agreeing with W allace’s views. 
Vandenberg m ade a great personal sac­ 
rifice in accepting Secretary Byrnes’ invi­ 
tation to attend the Paris peace conference

Rat exterm ination cam paigns have been 
launched in more than a hundred m ajor 
cities in Southeastern states because of the 
fear of plague in that region.

am ount of property damage. 
A half m il­ 
lion pounds of sugar w ere destroyed 
in 
throe months in New O rleans alone. 
The Fish and Wildlife Service has 
d e ­ 
veloped effective poison baits, which are 
m ade available to com m unities w ishing to 
launch eradication campaigns. 
No com ­ 
m unity clean-up cam paign is really com ­ 
plete unless an attack is also made on th e 
verm in, which are a threat to both h u m an 
beings and property.

“We had no 
butter and potatoes for months, 
and when the Belgian people can­ 
not have their potatoes it’s bad. 
There was very little meat 
that 
winter. We would get it only once 
per month." 
Strick rationing was in effect in 
Belgium throughout the Nazi oc­ 
cupation. Meat rations were fixed 
at one-tenth of a pound per per­ 
son daily, and butter at only five- 
twentieths of a pound per month.

Mrs. Longline met her husband

USED IN PLANE 


Diathermy Idea Utilized 
In Building Hughes 
Flying Boat

Angeles—When 
Howard 
Hughes’ $20,000,000 plywood fly­ 
ing boat takes to the air it will be­ 
come a flying memorial to a once- 
secret, 
still 
mystifying 
gadget 
known as an electri-bond polimer- 
ator. 
The gadget w'elds pieces of wood 
together by means of high-frequ­ 
ency radio waves. 
The Hughes plane, 
constructed 
almost entirely of w'ood. probably 
would 
never 
have 
been 
built 
without some such machine as the 
w’ood welder, says its 
originator. 
Jack Cunningham. Nails, screws 
and angle irons would have meant 
too much extra weight, he says, 
and the old clamp-and-glue m eth­ 
od of joining wood sections would 
have taken too long. 
Boils Glue Into Wood 
In conventional metal aircraft, 
structural 
angles 
are 
riveted, 
w’elded or screwed together. In the 
Hughes plane, a special synthetic i 
resin glue was applied to the pier- j 
es to be joined, the pieces placed j 
in position, and the short 
wave 
machine turned on. These waves 
created a high 
heat 
inside 
the 
wood, made the 
glue 
boil 
and 
completely and permanently fused 
the pieces of wood in a matter of J 
seconds. 
Cunningham has 
adapted 
the 
same principle to the housing in- j 
dustry. speeding un the manufac­ 
ture of prefabricated homes and 
salvaging millions of board feet of 
lumber that otherwise w’ould have 
been wasted. 
His polimerator welds 
the in­ 
side and outside wall* and stud­ 
ding of a prefabricated house 
in 
three minutes, a iob that 
takes 
a carpenter several hours. Reran? 
of lumber always left over in any 
wood-working job can be welded 
into a fresh plank for any 
pur­ 
pose where rough stock is needed. 
Actually, 
Cunningham 
claim*, 
most of the furniture (except for 
veneering) ran 
be 
made 
from 
nolimerized scran wood left over 
from building the house. 
Born of a Toothache 
A former 
automobile 
dealer. 
Cunningham got the idea for his 
w’ood welder 
while taking 
dia­ 
thermy treatments 
for 
a 
sinus 
condition. He noticed that while 
he felt no heat on his face, 
his 
teeth began aching frorh the 
in­ 
ternal heat. 
He looked up 
the 
maker of the diathermy 
machine 
and they worked out a method of 
adapting the principal 
to 
weld 
wood. 
During the 
w’ar, 
the 
welder 
made transport planes and glid­ 
ers. It was a top secret until V-J 
day. 
The Hughes plane is the 
big­ 
gest. most spectacular project yet 
tackled by the Cunningham m a­ 
chine, but its originator now 
is 
more interested in what it can do 
to meet the housing crisis.

New Oil Burner 
Will Save Fuel 


Lowell. Mass.— Savings in fuel 
are claim ed for a new -type oil 
burner for industrial 
and 
other 
large heating and pow er plants. 
O ver coal, in costs of fuels only, 
a saving of onc-third w’as m ade in 
a y ear’s test in adjacent identical 
boilers, both form erly stoker-fed 
coal burners, one converted to oil. 
T he new device, called an “arc­ 
heal” b u rn er because it produces 
a com pletely w hite flame, was d e ­ 
veloped and tested here by the 
Am erican Heat Corporation. Tests 
w ere started in July, 1945, w'hen 
two burners w ere installed in a 
280-horsepow’er boiler which had 
been in use for 38 years.
